PnTSBi'Sc;, July 0. — PUtsburg has 


bad another experience with labor riots, 
and this timo bloot1 has been shed, life 
jeopardised and valuable property placed 
in danger. 


Tlie men fire thoroughly well organ- 


ized, and embrace all tho men employed 
in the ext&nsive plants of the Carcegie 
Iron and Steel company at Homestead, 
eight miles East of PHUfcurg, and the 
battle wbich for bloodthirstineBS and 
boldneeB of execution tea not been ex- 
celled in actual warfare, raged from 
-1 


o'clock in the morning until 5 o'clock 
thia afternoon, ami only ceased when 
R force of PinkertonB brought to sup- 
preta the strike, unconditionally Bar- 
rendered, leaving their arms in the 
barges in wbich they had bt^Q trans- 
ported to the works. 


Tha riot today was the culmination ol 


troubles •which haye been brewing at 
Homestead for the past month. 


Carnegie & Co. submitted B Bcale 


which was to govern the men in the eteel 
pUnta, and announced that it waa their 
nltimatum. 


Tho ecala made a 


SWEEPING REDUCTION 


in the wages of skilled men, and it waa 
officially announced that 
tmloBfl 
the 


terms were complied with before July 1st 
the places of the workmen would be 
filled by others. 


This was followed by the peremptory 


refusal oa the part of the company to 
recognize the Amalgamated Association. 
The men announced their determination 
to rasiat any|effort on the part of Carne- 
gie to run thtir_.planta with non-union 
men. 


Trouble was precipitated by the'work- 


men at the Homestead banging. II. tt. 
Frick, president of the company, in 
effigy, and in retaliation the company 
ordered the immediate ehut down of 
their big works. 


The employes at once proceeded to or- 


ganize for the defensive and the com- 
pany erected a high board fence around 
their entire works, giving them the ap- 
pearance of an immense stockade, the 
sides being pierced with portholes. 


Yesterday the Carnegie company an- 


nounced their intention to proceed to get 
ready to make repairs, and tho officials 
asked the sheriff to appoint deputies to 
protect tbeir property. 


The sheriff sent a small squad of men 


up to the works, but the strikers as- 
BBmbled in force and notified them to 


GET OUT OF TOWS 


as no disorder was intended and no dam- 
age would bo done the property. They 
even offered to be sworn in as deputies 
and give bonds fora faithful performance 
of the duties as conservators of the 
peace. 


When the offer was declined the ad- 


visory committee, which had been di- 
reeling the action of the working men 
and held the turbulent snirit among the 
workmen in check, was immediately dis- 
solved and all records of the committee 
promptly destroyed. 


Developments today showed that the 


request for the sheriff 'a assistance was 
only intended to cover an attempt to get 
fi body of Pinkerton guards inside the 
miU enclosure. 


Two barges were fitted up with banks 


and provisioned .and lined with heavy 
flteel plates along the deck as if prepared 
for a bombardment. 


It was intended to land the Pinkerton 


men at the mill at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, but the etrikers were ready for 
them. The barges wore taken up the 
river by ft tow boat, hut when they ar- 
rived at Homestead thousands of work- 
men gathered on the bank to dispute 
tbeir passage. 


The strikers intrenched themselves be- 


hind the mill fence and made breast- 
works of piles of steel. As the Pinker- 
ton men attempted to land they were 
fired upon, and in return cent several 
volleys into the ranks of the strikers, 
many of whom were either killed out- 
right or wounded. 


AB the battle progressed the strikers 


from their intrenchmenta picked off the 
guards as soon as they appeared on the 
deck of the boats. The Pinkertons were 
armed with Winchester rifles. 


Captain Hind and 
Superintendent 


Kline of the Pinker too? were disabled 
and fire became BO fierce that tbo crew of 
the tow boat cut loose Jrom the barges 
and ateamed up the river. 


When the news of the battle reached 


Pittsbnrg thousands of mill workers 
marched to the 


ASfllSTASCK OF THE STRIKERS, 


carrying arms. The strikers secured two 
10-pountJer cannon and planted one on 
each sido of the river and trained them 
on the barges. 


For several hours an awful bombard* 


ment waa kept up, but the barges were 
.protected by steel plates and did not 
suffer much. 


The strikers, however, sent many 


shots through the portholes inflicting 
terrible injuries to the men inside. 


Then came au attempt to destroy the 


barges by burning oil, and that fail- 
ing the atrikera threw dynamite bombq. 


The situation of the Pinkertons was 


awful. 
, 
Three times they hoisted a flag of trace, 


bat it waa shot down. 


Toward dark another attempt waa 


made to burn the boats, bat the officers 
of the AmalftRtnated Association pro- 
teited and through their efforts the ear- 
render of the Pinkertons was accepted. 


At fl o'clock a committee from the 


strikers went on board the boats and 
guaranteed safe conduct to the Pinker- 
tons, provided they left their arms bay- 
hind and wonld leave the placfl under 
guard. 
The terms were accepted, and the men 


touched Mhow, 


AD inspection of the boat ehowed 


SEVEN" PINKERTONS KII.LKU 


and thirty wounded, many fatally. 


Shocking and dastardly deeds were 


committed as the prisoners were beint; 
eicorted through the streets by an escort 
appointed ty the strikers. 


Both sides of the street were Hoed 


by angry mobs, and af) the Pinkertons 
passed through they were kicked and 
thrown down. 


The wretches begged for mercy. 
Some had pistol-shot wounds in the 


head, and three bad eyes shot out. 


Otbera limped along, the blood stream- 


ing 
from 
wounds and yelling with 


pain. 


One had his eyes punched out by an 


umbrella in the hands of a woman, and 
Band waa thiown in his eyes. 


The Pinkertons were compelled to 


salute the flan on the Amalgamated 
Association building by removing their 
hats. 


While doing so they were attacked by 


men and women and severely beaten. 


They were abused in every way imag- 


inable. 


The demon-like crowd was restrained 


with difficulty, but anally the prisoners 
were locked up for the night in the opera 
house. 


A mob gathered around the building 


and the wounded men were kept in a 
constant state of terror. 


After the Pinkertons had been released 


from the barges the mob fired the boats, 
and a great yell went out from tde crowd 
when the "flames burst through 
the 


decks. 


All the saloons in Homestead were 


closed all dtty. 


A meeting of the Amalgamated ABBO- 


:iation .was hold during tho afternoon. 
Phe leaders tried to restrain the men 
from violence, but in vain. 


Finally Hugh O'Donell, the leader of 


the strikers, grasped an American Sac 
and made an impassioned appeal for 
mercy for the Pinkertous, and his words 
had Eome effect. 


Then the surrender was made. There 


were 209 Pinkertons, and they claim that 
they had been deceived. They eaid they 
had been hired na watchmen, not to 
Eight American citizens, and only fought 
to save their own lives. 


THE DAY'S EVENTS. 


PinkertonB and Workmen Have a 


Bloody Fight. 


PiTTSiiunu, July (i.—Early this morn- 


ing 300 Piptorton detectives arrived at 
Pittsburg from the east, marched quietly 
to llonongaliela, boarded barges and 
started for the Homestead works today 
by steam tug. 


The looked-out employes were notified 


of this move, and when the bargea ar- 
rived at Homestead 5000 people, includ- 
ing man, women and children, were 
waiting to meet them. 


AB Boon ae the Piukerton men at- 


tempted to land they were warned off by 
the workmen, and a battle followed. 


The Pinkerton men were armed with 


Winchester rifles, and the 
opposing 


crowd chiefly with revolvers. 


The Pinkerton men opened fire and at 


the first volley two workmen fell. 


This enraged the crowd and they bore 


down on tho PinkerEons with resistless 
force. The Pinkertons fell hack bnt con- 
tinued to fire, and finally the crowd on 
tbe bank retreated. 
Three hundred 


armed workmen, however, 


STOOD THEIR (JROCND, 


and desultory firing was kept up. Fin- 
ally they, too, were compelled to fall 
back before the withering fire of Win- 
chesters. 


The first shot from the barge brought 


down Martin Merry, a heater in one of 
the mills. A big Hungarian standing 
beside him stooped over, and was in the 
act of raising the prostrate body when 
tie, too, was struck by a bullet, and fell 
beside hie comrade. 


Their comrades rushed to tho spot and 


picked up the bodies. 


One of the rescuers, a Welshman, 


name unknown, waa badly wounded in 
the leg. 


Merry and the Hungarian were taken 


to a physician's office, who examined 
the wounds and said they both would 
probably die. 


Five more strikers'flre'wonnded, two 


seriously. 


Five of the Pinkerton men are re- 


ported wounded, two seriously, includ- 
ing their captain. 


Fighting was renewed shortly after 7 


o'clock this morning, and the battle 
continued for half an hoar. 


The second conflict was precipitated by 


another effort on the part of the Pinker- 
ton men to land. 


A number of workmen were injured in 


the second encounter, and the wildest 
excitement prevails. 


Thonaands of workmen irom all the 


flurrounding places are supposed to ba 
marching 


TO HEIXFORCE TUB STRlKEltS. 


William Fry, shot in the first engage- 


ment, is dead. 


Henry Streigel was killed and several 


others wounded in the second engage- 
ment. 


The workmen have built a fortification 


of steel bars on the river bank and over 
1000 men are behind it. 


It is supposed that several of Pinker- 


ton's men were killed on tbe boat. 


At 8.30 a.m. firing was resumed in ft 


desultory manner. A workman named 
Wallace, was fatally ahot. 


The crowd on the shore is constantly 


increasing and all trains are watched. 


Before the eecond attempt was made 


to land an officer in charge announced to 
the workmen on the bank that his men 
and the Pinkertone would land if they 
had to mow down everybody in Bight. 
He then ordered his men to advance. 


They were met by a shower of lead 


from the rifles and p'stola of scattered 
workmen. 


Tho officers fell back for an instant, 


bnt rallied, and marching eight abreast 
endeavored to get ashore, bnt were 
driven back again. 


Already four of the locked out men 


have been killed. 


John Morris was killed in the last 


effort of the officers to land. 


Another man was killed, bat was car- 


ried away before he conld be identified. 


Tbe people seemed

There are non-union men aboard tbe 


barge as well as Pinkertons. 


At 10.30 o'clock the battle still contin- 


ued. Tbe Pinkertons made two attempt* 
to land but weie repulsed boih times. 


The following workmen were killed: 
Jo^n Morris, married, shot through 


thft head. 


Henry 
Streigel, unmarried, 
shot 


through the neck. 


Marco Wisky, a 
Hungarian, ohot 


through the breast. 


Anrtrew Streigel, brother of Henry, 


shot through the chest. ' 


Martin Foy, leaves a wife and five 


children. 


Following are the wounded so far as 


learned: Miles Longhran, dying, (hot 
through the Ugi and klpa. 


Joe Sitta. fihot through the leg. 
It is reported that the captain of the 


Pinkertons is dead. He fell in tbe tint 
assault and has not been ee&n since. 


The workmen have entrenched them- 


selves in the mill behind the machinery. 
They have received guna and ammuni- 
tion, and swear that the Pinkertons ehdll 
never be allowed to land while a inau 
remains in the Homestead. The situa-

MOKK C1UTICAL MOMENTARILY. 


Reuben Forrest was ehot through the 


heart at 9.30. Another Hungarian was 
taken to tbe hospital dying. 
D. E. 


Wilder has juet received two wounds. 
David Sutler is reported killed. Silas 
Wayne baa just been carried down the 
street dead. 


II. a.m.—The strikers fired a car of oil 


standing near the works for the purpose 
ot burning tbo boat in the river. They 
ipected to set the river on fire. 
They placed a cannon on the hill on 


the north Bids of the river and are firing 
into the boat, balls and scrap iron being 
used. At every shot tho boat's aide i« 
penetrated, and pieces are thrown into 
the air. No move has been made to 
atop Uieeliooting. 


Not Q roul can he seen on the boat, 


and no word can bo gotten to or from it. 


Strikers claim that at least five men 


on the boat have been killed or fatally 
hurt. Quo man Bays he eaw six fall. 


On every hand men are gathering 


ammunition. 
Acrosa the river men 


fired three shots at the Little BUI. Tbeir 
aim was had. One ball entered the open 
hearth department of the mill and took 
oil'a man's head. 


The strikers claim that besides the 


captain and lieutenant, 


KOUlt OTIIEll MEN WEHE SHOT 


and fell from the barge. 


One Piokertou jumped off the barge 


and was drowned. 


The pilot of tho Little Bill was killed 


and tho boat driven off. She proceeded 
down the river. The workmen tele- 
graphed to have it held at the locks. 


Captain llein, who had charge of the 


Pinkertoii men, at Homeetead, has been 
brought to the hospital in Pittsburg' 
with five wounded companions. One 


ill die. Another wounded man will 


arrive later. 
Captain Horn has beeu in the employ 


of the PinkerUnm for many years, and 
has handled several large striken. He 
has always been considered conservative. 


In an interview this afternoon he said: 
>lThe men were picked op in Chicago 
and New York. They are a very fair lot. 
They numbered 200. -1 gave them strict 
orders not to shoot until fired on. When 
we proceeded to land tbe whistle blew, 
and the strikers immediately commenced 
to shoot. To protect ourselves we had 
to return the fire. Seven or eight of our 
men are hurt. 
I do not know their 


names." 
Hein said ho bad baen ordered to pro-; 
tect the property and did the, bfiBt he : 
could. He regretted very muchtbatauy 
shooting was done. 


Charles Hoffman, brother of one of 


the injured men, corroborated the state- 
ment of Captain Hein. 
The strikers 


fired first. 


The sheriff, representatives of the 


Amalgamated association and of the 
Carnegie Steel company held a long con- 
sultation, after which the sheriff and hifl 
counsel went to consult with H. C. 
Fricb. Hope is expressed that the mat- 
ter can be arranged 


WITHOUT FURTHER BLOODSHED. 


At 1:15 this afternoon eighteen men 


were taken from the yard of the mill. 
Three were dead. Two were Pinker- 
tons. The wounded men were taken to 
their homes and sent to tbo hospitals. 
The dead bodies were removed to under- 
takers. 


Flames'are now spreading along the 


river front, and tbe mills are threatened. 
Several explosions have been heard, and 
the people are fleeing to the hills to 
escape the 
fire. 
, 


At 2 p.m. oue of the I'inkertons raised 


his head above the edge of the barge, 
and was immediately shot through tho 
head, and fall back dead. 
J. W. Kline, a wounded Pinkerton 


man, ia now dead. 


At 3:45 this afternoon" the cannon is 


still roaring and the strikers are throw- 
ing dynamite cartridges at the baraea. 


The workmen have obtained a second 


cannon, which is now wonting. Pink- 
erton'H flag of trace has been disre- 
garded and 


TWO HSN BIIOT. 


Workmen are laying natural gas 


pipes toward the boat. They want to 
send strong streams of gas that will en- 
velope the boat, and then light it with a 
torpedo. 


The Pinkertons are hnddled in the 


rear end of the barge terror-stricken. 


A cannon ball carried away part of tbe 


first barge. 


The workmen are still throwing dyna- 


mite. Some sticks bit the boats, splin- 
tering them. 
"4.30 p.m.—2000 workmen from tbe 
south eide mills of Pittsburg have just 
marched into Homestead with flags and 
banners to assist the strikers. The ex- 
citement is increasing. 


Supplies, arms and ammunition are 


being furnished the strikers by the citi- 
zens of Homestead, and are arriving 
from Pittsburg and McKeeaport. It is 
feared the trouble has only begun. 


At 5:30 p.m. the Pinkerton men on 


board the barges again ran up the white 
flay and offered to surrender. 


Hugh O'JDonnell of the strikers held a 


five minutes' conference with the detec- 
tives, and the stated they would go to 
Fittaburg with Sheriff McCleary. 


Six Pinkerton men were killed, and 


tbeir bodies taken from the boat amidet 
the wildest excitement. 


At G p.m. the FinkeiUma bad been ar- 


rested and locked up in jail. 


SECURING DYNAMITE. 


PITTSBURQ, July 0.—Four woikmen 


arrived from Homestead thia morning. 
It ia reported that they are here to buy 
dynamite and nitro-glycerine to blow up 
the boats on which the detectives are 
embarked, but thq story in not generally 
credited. 


The steamer Little Bill returned to 


this city shortly after noon. 
Captain 


Rogers is very indignant at the action of 
the strikers. 


He said: "I never saw such a cow- 


ardly attack. 
The strikers had fortifi- 


cations of pig iron. 
The minute the 


boat arrived they commenced firing, 
Not a shot waa fired by tf-e Pinkertonn 
until throe of their comrades were shot 
down like dogs." 


IN SECRET SESSION. 


' PITTSBUKG, July G.—This evening 
lengthy secret conference was held be- 
tween Chria L. Magee, H. C. Frick, 
Sheriff McCleary. W. J, Brennar and 
others. At its conclusion the parly, bi- 
cept Frick, went to Homestead.

The 
nen Bhot tlrstand not until three Pinker- 
ion men had fallen did they respond to 
:he fire. I am to die no\\ and I am 


ing to take oath that the workingmnn 


Bred first. Piukerton's men did not tire 
until some of their men ha t been 
wounded. 
The workingmen were EO 


strong in numbers that it was useless 
'or i>50 or -KJl) Pinkertoae to oppose 
further, so they retreated to tha bargea 
carrying their dead and wounded. One 
Piukerton man was shot through the 
"load and instantly killed, and five 
more wounded. We hacked out into 
:he river, anchored the barges and then 
took the dead a ad wounded up to 
Port Perry from where they were sent on 
by railway to 1'ittsburg. 
We then went 


dowii to Homestead again. 
When we 


reached tbe mills the strikers opened fire 
on tbe Little Bill from both sides. It was 
Ihen I was hit. 
There waa no one on 


board at the time we were fired upon but 
;he crew, Captain Rodgera and one 
I'inkerfon man, J. H. Robinson of Chi- 
cago. When we approached Homestead 
from Port Perry we could see attempts to 
set fire to the barges. The strikers had 
H carload of what appeared to ba oil and 
were pouring it upon the water aud 
igniting it."

PITTSUDRQ, July G.—The Pinkerton 


men from Homestead arrived in this city 
at 2.40. 
Twenty-seven were wounded 


and sent to the hospital. All refused to 
alk. They are now at tbe elation wait- 
ng, it ia thought, for a western train, 
[heir destination probably being Chi- 
cago. 


This afternoon after tho receipt of a

;o aid him in properly enforcing the law. 
[n explanation ot hia failure to secure 
additional deputies the sheriff said to- 
aittht he believed it would have been 
juicidal for him to take his men 
to 


Homestead, as 500 deputies could have 
done no more than a dozen, besides he 
jad been unable to secure men(all refus- 
ing to go. 


LATER.-—A visit to the Union station 


revealed the fact that tho Pinkerton 
Jetectiven who arrived in this citj* tt 
2:30 this morning will not be taken from 
the city, but will be held at tho Penn- 
sylvania yards under a strong guard un- 
;il daybreak, when they will be removed 
:o the county jail to await trial for 
murder. 


PITTSBUHG EXCITED. 


Nothing Llkfi It Since the Daya of 


the War. 


PrTTsnuBG, July G.—A feeling of in- 


tense excitement prevails on the streets 
of Pittaburg, which has not been equaled 
since war times. 
Hera and there knots 


of workingmen were gathered discussing 
the situation and generally denouncing 
in no measured terms the employment 
of mercenary troops, rach as the Pinker- 
Ions, to enforce submission on the part 
of the locked out mill men. AH business 
was practically at a standstill, every one 
conjecturing as to what the day would 
bring forth. 


When the news 
from Homestead 


reached the thousands of idle workers on 
tho South Side it was like thro wing a 
fire brand into a cotton field. They 
were up in arms and the streets were 
Lhroneed with men eagerly discussing 
the situation. 


The sheriff and Frick especially came 


in for condemnation. Officials of the 
Amalgamated Association are depressed 
by the terrible tidings. 


Secretary Madden said tonight: "This 


in had business. The issue was clearly 
forced by the reanast of the Carnegie 
firm for deputies at a time when it did 
not seem that they were needed."

the moatviolentond savage after tbe sur- 
render; and it waa largely due to thoir 
nets and tlieir goading of the men,that 
the leaders were unable to restrain the 
mob. 


While peace reigned today it was n.n 


armed peace at a truce forced by the 
fact that there ia nobody to finht rather 
rhan a permanent cessation ol hostilities. 
!?o reasonable man 
doubted for a 


moment that fighting will be resumed at 
once, bat if another attempt is made to 
ntrodnce Pinkerton men into the town 
of Homestead, and us far aa the intro- 
duction of these men goes, is in a state 
of siege. The town is picketed and no 
man can enter without his presence 
leing noted, 


AFIElt IT BOME TIME. 


Told by Captains of the Barges and 


Tow. 


Prrrsntma, June 6.—Captain William 


Rodgere, who contracted to tow two 
barges down to Homestead, and Captain 
William Wiohort, commander of the 
towboat little Bill, tell thrilling stories 
of tbeir experience up the river today. 


Both agree in the story already told 


by McCarry that the first ehots were 
fired by tbe strikers, and not oue was 
returned by tbe Pinkertons until three of 
their number were Btretcbed on the deck 
of the vessel.

So this ex- 
pert's hand in writing these 200 words 
traveled 4,800 inches, or 400 feet, dnr- 
ing the minnte in which she wrote 200 
words. 
But this is unusual, of course. Very 


rapid, writing is a speed of seventy-five 
words a minnte, and this rato is too fast 
for comfort. Practical work ia ten 
pages of legal paper an hour. Kach 
page contains 800 words. Sii hours' 
steady writing can be regarded aa au 
entire day's work. Tlua is a speed 
of fifty words a minute, and the prac- 
tical worker writes during tho day sixty 
pages— 18,000 words, or 103,000 letters.

He had secured an opinion from Gar- 


rett Jlclnemey, a gentleman in whose 
honesty and legal acumen he had the 
most unbounded confidence, who con* 
curred with Mr. Terry that if this money 
was legally r&ieed it must he expended 
by tho city trustees, and in no event 
could it be transferred by tie board of 
trustees to the board of education. 


Mr. Terry read an extract from Mr. 


Hdnerney'B let'er in whicli Mr. Mclner- 
ney says that the bonds, the proceeds of 
which are now in the city treasury, were 
voted under the act of March ID, ISSi), 
and if this ha true the bonds are the 
bonds of the city of Fresno and uot of the 
school district. It IB the city that is re- 
sponsible for the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest thereon and not the ' 
school district. The board of education 
has power and control over the school 
fund, but has no control over any other 
fund and cannot incur 
auy liability 


against any other fund. So unless tho 
proceeds of the sale of those bonds went 
into the building fund of the school dis- 
trict the board of education has no con- 
trol over the money and it cannot bs 
legally Riven to them. The money on 
hand is the property of the city and can 
be controlled, disposed of and voted away 
only by the act ol the board of trustees. 
The board of education cannot be legally 
given power to expend this money. 


Ho did not believe that the city trus- 


tees, however, had any authority to 
build auy school house on aHy land 
owned by the school district. The city 
of Fresno haa voted for and aold the 
bonds for the purpose of buildinK a 
school house, which, if built, will be the 
property of the city. 


The city trustees have no authority 


turn over this uiouey to the board of 
education because the latter are officers 
of the school district which embraces ter- 
ritory outside the city limits. 


"The matter of getting the opinion ol 


some eminent lecal authority is all 
boab," continued Mr. iVIcInerney's let- 
ter, "what you want is to have the mut- 
ter settled in ths courts, and thia can be 
done by a tept case." 


In answer to aquestion by Mr. Church, 


Mr. Terry eaid that the purchases of the 
bond could not come back upon the city 
in CR98 itahonld be dpterurned that the 
bonds had been illegally issued. 
Th; 


matter was decided in the case of the 
Montgomery avenue bonds. But the 
city of Fresno intended to pay those 
bonds whether they were illegally issued 
or not. 


On motion of Alford the whole board 


was appointed a committee to confer 
with the board of education at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon in order to arrange for a 
test caee,

number of saloons would decrease the 
revenue.

This 
idea of freedom had been revolving in 
the minds of philosophers and students 
since time immemorial. 


"Wo are hero tonight for the purpose 


of having R pleasant time together auc 
to keep alive this grand idea in the 
minds of the younger generation and the 
inestimable value of the Htierty we en- 
joy in this country, aud that before this 
lOea was realized.our country had to po 
through a terrible baptism of fire. Yon, 
my comraden, had a hand in thin evolu- 
tion aud saved our country from disin- 
tegration from a united people to a mul- 
titude of disunited and warring factions 
and states. To you then belonna the 
honor of preserving this inestimable 
boon, and you of Fresno in particular, 
where the citizens have not celebrated 
today, it ie to your credit that you have 
taken this matter in hand.

This question of independence and sep- 
aration from the mother country had 
been talked of and discussed both pro 
and con for a long time, but not until 
the meeting of the framera of that 
memorable document (the Declaration 
of Independence) and its promulgation 
to the world did the matter assume each 
ihape that the mother country could 
take cognizance of it, and when'it did, 
what was the consequence uf that bold 
and defiant eland? 
War; bitter, re- 


lentless, war. 


"But the courage that dared England's 


wrath in framing and promulgating that 
declaration was spontaneous throughout 
the land, and men left home and loved 
ones, with plows standing in the fur- 
rows, to rally to the defense of what they 
bad proclamed to be their country free 
and independent. The seven long years 
of war with all Its attendant evils and 
hardships, that wonld have Ion* before 
diac3nraged and disheartened a more 
courageous people, finally terminated, 
and England was obliged to accede to 
our demands for independence. 
We 


were left impoverished and bankrupt, 
ant the same spirit that prompted that 
declaration, sustained the now united 
colonies in their infantile struggle for 
national recognition. 


"Daring tbe first eight years of onr na- 


,ional existence, with onr beloved Waah- 
ngtoa at the head of the government, 
woe laid the foundation for tho phenom- 
enal crowtli ef all our inatitntiona, and 
rom the very beginning of our existence 
is a nation we demanded and obtained 
.he respect of all foreign powers. 


"Up to the year 1812 prosperity seemed 


a bs ever present with ns, but at that 
time tbe cupidity of England waa again 
excited and she again tried to anqjugate 
what she was pleteed to term theAmer* 
can revolutionists by declaring war 
against them. How that war ended yon 
till know. 


"When peace was again declared and 


;he United States had settled down to 
,he busy humdrum of national existence 
without being threatened by any foe, her 
[rowth and prosperity waa unprecedented 
in tbe annals of history. 


•"For nearly bslf a centurv we enjoyed 


tbe blessings of freedom and prosperity, 
without any restraint or serioM aet back, 
but early in 1860 was heard the ominous 
sound of preparation for declaring the 
southern section of our beloved land no 
longer able to live in peace and harmony 
with the northern section. Demagogues 
of the rankest and most violent sort 
both north and aouth were doing tbeir 
utmost to bring about a disruption of 
the atatea for tbeir own aggrandizement 
and elevation to political power.

A FREIGHT TKAIK UNCOl'PLKD 


Two of the Strikers Arrested After 


a Hot Chase Throagh &

The freight train bands struck yester- 


day on the division extending frem 
Bakersfiold to Lathropand including the 
West Side road ae far as Mendota. 


There was considerable excitement on 


the track near the freight eheda in the 
afternoon. 
A freight train that should 


have ataited for the eoath at 7 o'clock in 
the morning stood on the track with 
Bteam up in the locomotive boiler real? 
to depart. 


Nearly all the constables and half the 


police force of (he city were on the track 
alongside the waiting train. The strik- 
ing trainmen also etood around wailing 
for developments. &oine of them boarded 
the cars unseen by the officers, and un- 
coupled several cars before they were 
discovered.

TMB PURSUIT. 


The switch engine started immediately 


in hot piiramt and the crowd cheered 
lustily at the novel eight. 
The freight 


train made Rood time until it got about a 
mile from the depot and outside the city 
limits. Then it came to a halt and a 
volume of black smoke came pouring out 
of tho locomotive smokestack. 


When tne freight train reached Unr* 


Itng'o addition five strikers pulled out 
the coupling pins from between eeveral 
care, and buforo tho train came to a 
etanilBtil! they jumped otl'and tan at full 
speed through the vineyards and or- 
chards in that vicinity. 


They were followed by Revaral officers, 


who alter a hard run nuder a boilinu sun 
succeeded in capturing two strikers 
named J. Dimmick and John Uaupt, the 
three others having succeeded in mak- 
ing their bscape. 


After the cars were coupled together 


the train proceeded on Up way without 
further molestation, and the switch en- 
gine coatainirjK the prisoners and their 
captors returned to the depot. Here 
they were received by a large crowd of 
spectators, but uu attempt was made to 
rescue thum. 


THEY TIRED OP WAITING. 


Dimmick and Hanpt were taken to 


JnRtice of the Peace Shannon's court, 
and Reel B,'Terry, who had been en- 
gaged to defend the strikers, arrived 
shortly afterward. The joatico was in- 
formed that L. L. Cory would draw a 
ccmplaint charging the prisoners with 
misdemeanor. 


After waiting for more than half an 


hour, nnd neither Mr. Cory nor Super- 
intendent Whited having put in an ap- 
pearance, Mr. Terry told the prisoners 
that they had waited a reasonable time 
fora charge to be made against them, 
and adviped them to walk out. 


Constable Ashman did not contest the 


order, it being- only a inisdemeauor 
cise he fait that he bad no authority to 
prevent the prisoners from leaving, and 
it did not take them very long to disap- 
pear. 


Superintendent Whited arrived a few 


minutes later and swore to a complaint 
against Dimmick and Haupt, accusing 
them of misdemeanor. Justice Shannon 
thereupon issued a warrant for their 
arrest, 


ALL WAS BERESB. 


It was "expected that the G p.m. freight 


train would be also molested by the 
strikers, and a large force of officers was 
on band, but no hostile demonstrations 
were made, and at a late hoar all indica- 
tions of trouble had vanished. 


Mr. Whited had had bat very little 


notice that tbe train men would etrike, 
the first intimation being the receipt on 
Thursday afternoon of a dispatch from 
Baborafield, aiened "Committee," and 
demanding certain changes in the wages 
and mileage schedule. The "Commit- 
tee" threatened that unless th°ir de- 
mands were acceded to by 7 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the freight bands would 
Etrike on the whole division. 


A FRUITLESS CONFERENCE.

who forthwith sent back a dispatch stat- 
ing that the etrike bad not been author- 
ised by the Brotherhood and that the 
Brotherhood refused to anpport it. The 
grand master also requested Brotherhood 
men to take the place of tbe strikers 
•whenever requested.
